Necessary funds for education 


Overwhelming 
support for FY14 
school budget

AGAWAM — “This is 
the best budget we’ve ever 
put together,’ said Anthony 
Bonavita, vice chair of the 
school committee. 

Bonavita’s assessment of 
the proposed fiscal year 2014 


school department budget 
followed the committee’s 
vote that overwhelmingly, 
but tentatively, approved the 
proposed budget presented 
by the superintendent at the 
April 9 meeting. 

The total budget requested 
by Superintendent William 
Sapelli for FY14 — which 
covers the 2013-2014 school 
year — is $38,080,847. This is 
an increase of $1,592,357 — 
or about 4 percent above the 
current school department 
budget of $36,488,490. 


Final budget vote set for 
April 23 

Tentative approval sets the 
stage for a final vote on the 
budget at the committee’s 
April 23 meeting. Prior to 
that vote, the committee will 
hold a public hearing on the 
proposed budget. 

This marks the second 
consecutive year that Sapelli 
has requested a level-service 
budget, which means that the 
funding Sapelli is requesting 
will allow the school depart- 
ment to provide a level of 


service to students that it is 
equal to what was provided 
during the 2012-2013 school 
year. 

If the level-service bud- 
get is approved as proposed, 
there will not be any staff 
reductions, elimination of 
programs, increases in exist- 
ing student fees, or new fees. 
A level-funded budget, which 
Agawam had for several 
years, would mean a reduc- 
tion in the level of service to

‘Drug Take Back Day’ 
set for April 27

AGAWAM — Inside almost 
every bathroom medicine cabinet 
there’s likely to be at least one out- 
dated prescription taking up space. 
For those looking to dispose of old 
medications, the Drug Enforce- 
ment Administration’s national 
“Drug Take Back Day” will be held 
Saturday, April 27 with a drop off 
location here in Agawam. 

The event encourages safe dis- 
posal of unwanted prescription 
and over the counter drugs with no 
questions asked. 

The free service will be held 10 
am. to 2 p.m. at Agawam Town 
Hall, 36 Main St. Volunteers will 
collect the drugs which will remain 
in the custody of law enforcement 
until they can be properly dis- 
posed. 

“There are a few reasons why 
it’s done in general. One is to get 
unwanted drugs out of the hands of 
unauthorized users,” said Randall 
White, director of Agawam Health 
Department. Because unused drugs 
in medicine cabinets can be stolen 
in the event that a home gets bro- 
ken into, making sure those drugs 
are disposed of will help keep them 
off the streets.

STEM passion fuels 
science project for 
robotics team

\ \ J illiam “Billy” Bessette has 
enjoyed robotics ever since 


he was a very young child. His 
fascination not only powered a 
passion for science, technology, 
engineering, and math (STEM), 
but it also led to the “sock aid of 
the future.” 

The 16-year-old AHS sopho- 
more collaborated with several 
other Agawam students to design 
and build a device to help people 
who struggle with a basic, every- 


day task: putting on their socks. 
But the device might never 
had been built if Bessette, a 
member of Boy Scout Troop 77 
in Agawam, hadn’t been looking 
for a project to do last fall to ful- 
fill his requirements to become 
an Eagle Scout. Instead of a 
traditional assignment that most 
Scouts choose, Bessette — who 
participates on the AHS Rosie 
Robotics Team 839 — took on the 
responsibility to mentor a rookie 
robotics team of fourth, fifth, 
and sixth graders called the No 
Named Ninjas — or N3 for short. 
“T was excited. I knew this was 
the ideal project for me,” said 
Bessette. The team is associated 
with the FIRST (For Inspira- 
tion and Recognition of Science 
and Technology) LEGO League 
(FLL) that builds LEGO-based 


robots and develops research 
projects based on a real-world 
challenge that changes annually. 


Improving quality of life 

The 2012 challenge theme 
was “Senior Solutions.” FLL 
teams built robots to perform 
various missions or tasks in ro- 
botics competition based on the 
theme. They also developed a 
science project to improve the 
quality of life for seniors. 

For the science project, teams 
“adopted” a senior partner, then 
identified and learned about a 
problem that senior faced so they 
could create an innovative solu- 
tion. The idea for a sock-aid de- 
vice came from Patricia Triggs, 
a Bessette family friend.

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Lt. Governor visits as 
part of cabinet tour

AGAWAM - Regional dispatch, informa- 
tion technology, and opportunities for local 
businesses to become state vendors were the 
lead topics at a recemt Municipal Affairs Co- 
ordinating Cabinet hosted by Lt. Governor 
Tim Murray at the Agawam Public Library. 

Several comments were made regard- 
ing the fears of change, benefits, and nega- 
tives of regionalizing dispatching services 
throughout the state. 

State officials, including Executive Direc- 
tor of State 911 Department Frank Picznick, 
emphasized that regional transportation is not 
being required of towns and cities, but that 
there are possible incentives to having it. 

Picznick told those in attendance, which 
included mostly Agawam town officials and 
department heads, that he has heard many of 
the questions about regional dispatch, includ- 
ing the idea that communities lose control of 
how the dispatch is run, and the staff is less 
knowledgeable about the communities. 

“All of the towns care about their identi- 
ties,’ said Murray. “We all care about who 
beats whom on Thanksgiving. But these in- 
ter-municipal agreements can help our towns 
and cities save money.” 

Picznick said if communities regionalize 
their dispatching call centers, there is a pe- 
riod of learning curves, but the communities 
can take steps to ensure that good local ser- 
vice remains.

Keeping the lines of communication open 


“The dispatch centers would try to hire 
people from each community,” said Picznick. 
“Those people can become experts and help 
train the others. Some of the regions have 
oversight committees allowing for represen- 
tation for all communities to maintain that 
local input.” 

Advanced dispatch technology and train- 
ing would also help aid regional dispatch 
centers. 

Other potential services being looked at 
for regionalization include animal control, 
and public health. 

The Springfield Data Center was another 
hot topic, led by Municipal Liaison Tim 
Sullivan, who explained how the new $114 
million facility can help communities in the 
area. 

“That data center is a big investment in 
your area,” said Sullivan. “It can help back 
up data for towns and cities in the event they 
have disasters and need recovery.” 

The data center was created at the old 
Technical High School in Springfield and 
is set to be fully operational soon. Sullivan 
explained that information technology is key 
to all local and state departments. 

“IT is the backbone to everything and 
helps support and drive departments for- 
ward,” said Sullivan. 

He told local officials in attendance that 
as municipal liaison, he is also available to 
assist towns going through cyber-attacks and 
can help get the proper authorities involved. 

The lieutenant governor also briefly 
touched on opportunities for local business- 
es to register with the state. He said the state 
uses local vendors for goods and services 
and should be something businesses should

ton on Marathon Monday, many 
people are left with questions: Why 
did this happen? Are my family and 
friends OK? What can I do to help? 

Although Agawam is a town 
removed from Boston by several 
hours, we are all residents of Mas- 
sachusetts; we all call this state 
home. When devastation happens 
here, we all want to know what we 
can do to help our neighbors. 

Following the bombing at the 
finish line Monday, April 14, news 
reports emerged about runners who 
completed the race and continued 
on to nearby hospitals to donate 
blood to the hundreds of victims 
being treated for injuries. 

After the tragedy, the American 
Red Cross took to Twitter, tweet- 
ing, “Thanks to generosity of vol- 
unteer blood donors there is cur- 
rently enough blood on the shelves 


[: the aftermath of a tragedy like 


to meet demand. #BostonMara- 
thon.” 

We can’t help but feel a swell 
of pride that so many people have 
come forward to help those injured 
— both on the streets tending to vic- 
tims and inside hospitals donating 
blood. 

And while the Red Cross cur- 
rently has enough blood to treat the 
victims of this event, it is important 
for us to point out that blood is a 
critical need every day. Hospitals 
rely on blood donations in order to 
treat patients for a variety of issues. 

To that end we encourage our read- 
ers to consider donating blood at one 
of several upcoming blood drives: 

On Sunday, April 21,from 11 
a.m. to 4 p.m., Active Lifestyle Fit- 
ness, located on Elm Street in Aga- 
wam, will host an American Red 
Cross Blood Drive. Donation types 
include double red cells and blood. 

On Wednesday, April 24, from 9 


a.m. to 2 p.m., Fitness First Health 
& Fitness, located at 50 North 
Westfield St., Agawam, will host 
a blood drive sponsored by Mercy 
Medical Center. 

Typically, the donation process 
can be broken down into four easy 
steps: Registration, mini-physical, 
donation and refreshments. Dur- 
ing registration, staff and volun- 
teers will offer basic eligibility and 
donation information. A positive 
identification (driver’s license or 
photo ID) is required. Presenting 
donors are asked questions about 
their health history during the mini- 
physical. The donation itself takes 
just under 10 minutes (although 
certain donation types, such as 
platelets, red cells or plasma, can 
take up to two hours). Afterward, 
donors should have a snack and 
something to drink before continu- 
ing with normal daily activities. 

Never donated blood before? 


Here are a few things you should 
know before making your donation: 
First and foremost, be sure to drink 
plenty of fluids before and after the 
donation. Wear something comfort- 
able: either short sleeves or cloth- 
ing with sleeves that can easily be 
rolled up above the elbow. Also im- 
portant is to be sure to eat iron-rich 
foods in the weeks before your do- 
nation. Anyone taking medications 
(both prescribed and over the coun- 
ter) should bring a list to the blood 
drive so volunteers know what may 
be in your system. 

We feel for the city of Boston and 
all of the participants of the Boston 
Marathon as well as the victims of 
the attack. We encourage anyone 
eligible to take the time to help by 
donating blood to save a life.

students since it would not take into account 
increases needed to maintain the level of ser- 
vices students are currently receiving. 

Sapelli told the committee in his budget 
summary that the proposed budget provides 
the necessary funds to improve student learn- 
ing and achievement. 

“We are proud of the significant educa- 
tional progress that our district has achieved 
and are looking forward to bringing new 
and exciting programs to the classroom,” he 
said. 

Less money for salaries, more funds for 
textbooks 

The budget Sapelli presented on April 9 
did have two revisions to the budget that he 
presented at the committee’s March 26 bud- 
get workshop. He reduced the staff salary 
account by nearly $24,000 — reducing it to 
$1,465,815 while increasing the amount for 
new textbook purchases from $121,000 to 
$191,000. The additional $70,000 will allow 
the district to purchase more textbooks to re- 
place a number of older textbooks — some 
of which were published in the 1980s and 
1990s. 

Committee members had expressed con- 
cerns about the outdated textbooks during 
previous discussions on the proposed FY14 
budget — despite a plan by Sapelli to begin 
making textbook replacements starting with 
the new budget. 

The committee had indicated at the March 
26 budget workshop that they felt the amount 
Sapelli had in the budget was inadequate. 
Bonavita and other members told Sapelli 
that they would like to see money shifted 
within the budget to speed up replacement 
of older textbooks. 

The preliminary budget Sapelli presented 
apparently satisfied the committee’s con- 
cerns, since no member voiced objections to 
the budget, which was tentatively approved 
by a 6-0 vote. In fact, members compliment- 
ed Sapelli and praised the process — and dis- 
cussions — that led to developing the budget. 

“You did an excellent job presenting the 
budget,” said Shelley Reed. “You and your 
staff did a great job to come up with this bud-

get and to include money for the textbooks 
we need after all those years of having a 
level-funded budget. You were looking out 
for our schools — which is your job. A level- 
service budget is what we need.” 

Diane Juzba, who chairs the budget/fi- 
nance subcommittee, called this year’s bud- 
get process “one of the smoothest and best 
budget years” the committee has had. 

Bonavita said in past years — before Sapelli 
became superintendent — the committee had 
many more budget meetings than they did 
this year. “We didn’t have as many meetings 


this year, but the quality was much better. I 
heard discussions on the school committee 
that I had never heard before. People were 
getting down to the nitty gritty of line items 
and asking questions,” he said. 

Bonavita also commended Sapelli and 
other administrators for being forthright in 
providing information and responding hon- 
estly when answering questions from com- 
mittee members. “I think the committee did 
our job very well this year,’ he added. “I’m 
looking forward to supporting this budget.” 

Roberta Doering said she would also sup- 
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port Sapelli’s proposed budget. “I know it’s 
not an easy job.” 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen — who voted 
“present” on the budget rather than voting 
for or against — said Sapelli had answered all 
of his questions. Cohen said the committee 
asked good questions about the budget and 
worked together in a “cooperative and col- 
laborative” process. The mayor added that 
he thought it was “a wonderful budget” and 
that the committee had done “an outstand- 
ing job.”

is an active senior who lives in Springfield 
with her husband Robert. She rides her bike 
five miles each day, but has difficulty bend- 
ing because of arthritis in her hips. 

“Mrs. Triggs wanted to know if we could 
find something that would help her put on 
her socks,” said Bessette. “She told us that 
there were sock aids, but most of them re- 
quired people to bend, and did not work for 
her.” 

The N3s began meeting in early Octo- 
ber to research sock aids and brainstorm 
some ideas. Christian Rua, a 4th grader at 
the Granger Elementary School, along with 
Heather Iserman, Ryan MacDonald, Kyle 
Reed, Pranav Saranav, Justin Swistak, and 
Nathan Vining, fifth- and sixth-grade students 
at the Doering Middle School, comprised the 
N3 team. Three other AHS sophomores and 
Rosie team members, Rachel Blain, Paul 
Hotaling, and Allison Bessette (Billy’s twin 
sister) served as team coaches. 


Making a better sock aid 

The team discovered that many sock aids 
broke easily while the design of others forced 
a person to bend at the hips. Their solution: 
the Sockatron 9316, which improves exist- 
ing sock-aid designs. 

The Sockatron 9316 uses two plastic 
molded sock holders mounted on a plastic 
tub, which serves as a platform. The plat- 
form is attached by a rope to two five-foot

plastic pipes screwed to two 2-inch x 6-inch 
wood planks. This allows the platform’s 
height and angle to be adjusted so that a per- 
son doesn’t have to bend their hips. With the 
platform raised, socks are inserted into the 
sock holders and cuffs hold them in place. 
The platform is lowered so a person can put 
his or her feet into the sock holders while sit- 
ting or standing. When the feet are removed, 
the socks are on. 

The team’s robot - CARLOSS MOUS- 
TACHE - consists of several attachable 
parts to help it complete tasks. CARLOSS 
stands for Completely Awesome Robot Lego 
Of Senior Solutions while MOUSTACHE is 
an acronym for Most Outstanding Unique 
Structure That Anyone Could Have Enjoy- 
ment. 

The N3s also devised a skit that they per- 
formed at competitions to explain and dem- 
onstrate the Sockatron 9316. They won the 
“Gracious Professionalism” award at the 
Agawam State Qualifier Tournament and 
took home the “Outstanding Mentor” award 
at the Massachusetts State Championship. 

Bessette, who received his rank of Eagle 
Scout earlier this year, said leadership skills 
he learned from being in the Boy Scouts, 
such as helping others to stay calm, being 


strong, and being clear while problem solv- 
ing were valuable to the project. Scouting 
also inspired the team motto: “Keep Calm 
and Lego On.” 


Using leadership, technical, school skills 

First-hand knowledge he gained from 
when he was an FLL participant in 2008 
and the technical skills of mechanical design 
and programming he developed while on the 
Rosie team were also helpful. The project 
helped him meet his requirement for becom- 
ing an Eagle Scout and gave him the oppor- 
tunity to apply skills he’s learned in school 
in math, science, and technology. 

Bessette’s parents, Roger and Marjorie, 
said the most important aspect of their son’s 
work was that it was “a win-win” situation. 
They said that “everyone succeeded” when 
the project was completed. Because of that 
success — and the bond formed by the expe- 
rience — the team continues to meet twice a 
month so that the learning can continue. 

As for the Sockatron 9316, the Bessettes 
believe that the sock aid could be marketed 
in the future. “It has the possibility of be- 
coming an aid to help those with difficulties 
bending and putting on socks. The only real 
hold back would be funding.”

Notes from the Music Room

Many high school band associations go 
with the medal system for judging (gold, sil- 
ver, bronze, etc.) with any number of groups 
being put into these general areas and there 
not being a first-place or second-place, etc. 
Of course, there is always a feeling of want- 
ing to be a winner, but that means there 
would be many losers. 

I might mention in passing that a couple 
of systems I have worked in, such as the one 
used by the Israel Day Parade in New York 
City. With six judges, each one is placed at a 
different location along the parade route (i.e., 
40th Street, 50th, Street, 60th Street, etc.) 
and gives an overall impression of the units 
as they go by — one number to include evalu- 


ation of any elements that seem to come into 
play or that seem to be lacking. Scores of all 
six are averaged for the final score. 

This, of course, differs from different areas 
of the performance being given numbers by 
a specialist in that area, but seemed to work 
in that situation. The Miss America Parade 
in Atlantic City also used this format. 

In the Olympic skating contests, they use 
more judges than will actually be counted in 
the final score with the high mark and the low 
mark not being used and the rest averaged. 

The “Music Man” Parade in Mason City, 
Iowa, used five highly respected judges for 
both the parade and field show and they just 
put the units in order from first to last in an 
overall determination. There were 36 states 
represented in this event.

wastewater system. 

“If people happen to be on septic systems 
and drugs are flushed down the toilet, they 
could end up in ground water,’ White said. 
“Some of this stuff doesn’t just disappear 
and go away.” 

The April 27 event is part of the Drug 
Enforcement Administration’s national cam- 
paign to provide a safe way for people to 
empty their medicine cabinets of unwanted 
and potentially harmful prescription drugs, 
which, if abused, can lead to accidental poi- 
soning, overdose and addiction. It is spon- 
sored by the Agawam Health Department, 
Agawam Police Department, Agawam Med- 
ical Reserve Corps (MRC) and the office of 
Mayor Richard A. Cohen. 

“This is absolutely important because of the 
number of prescription drugs or over the coun- 
ter drugs that people have in their homes that 
are outdated or not used. They need to discard 
them in a proper fashion,” said Cohen. 

This marks the fifth year the town has 
taken part in this annual event, he said. 

“Tt’s been extremely successful,’ Cohen 
said. “The amount of drugs collected that are 
then disposed of by the DEA is just incred- 
ible. It just makes for a safer environment.” 

According to a recent National Survey on 
Drug Use and Health, prescription medica- 
tions are the most abused by Americans, 
next to marijuana. Of the 10 drugs most 
commonly abused by teenagers, seven are 
prescription medications. 

Used needles, syringes and lancets will 
be collected in approved sharps containers. 
Puncture-proof laundry bottles will be ac- 
cepted. 


Items not accepted include chemotherapy 
drugs or radioactive substances, IV bags and 
liquids of any type, pressurized canisters, or 
oxygen containers. 

“There’s a whole procedure for dispos- 
ing of the drugs; how they’re packaged and 
where they’re delivered to,’ said Cohen. 
“The police, my office and the town health 
department all work together to provide a 
wonderful service to the community while 
at the same time making sure everything is 
done correctly and safely.” 

Officers from Agawam Police Department 
will be on hand to transport the drugs for 
proper disposal, said Agawam Detective Lt. 
Richard Light. 

Health department personnel and MRC 
volunteers will actually collect the drugs 
during the “drive-through” collection. 

“What happens is people want to park their 
cars and get out, but it’s being done at Aga- 
wam Town Hall,” said White. “It’s a drive in 
and drop off situation. You don’t even need 
to get out of your car.” 

The whole process should take less than 
five minutes, he added. 

“We get people in and out of there,” he 
said. “All we ask is that if people have a large 
quantity of pills, they put them together in a 
Ziploc baggy.” 

Once the pills are collected, they will be 
screened by volunteers, boxed up and placed 
in a police cruiser to be transported to the 
central DEA collection site in Springfield, 
where they will be incinerated. 

The correct disposal method for liquid 
medications is to use a container with coffee 
grounds or Speedy Dry (or some other kind 
of absorbent material) and pour the medicine 
in to be put in the trash.

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West Springfield committees earlier this month. 

Representatives from Agawam’s casino committee were 
also on hand along with several members of the public. 

The traffic proposal will cost approximately $35 million of 
the overall $700 to $800 million Hard Rock is proposing to 
spend on the casino resort. 

Among the improvements being proposed, Hard Rock 
said they will make enhancements to the Morgan-Sullivan 
Bridge that is a gateway from Agawam to West Springfield. 
Agawam has long been waiting for the bridge to be repaired 
and widened by the Massachusetts Department of Transpor- 
tation, but funding for that project has not gone through. 

The bridge has been in a state of disrepair for many years 
and is the cause of considerable traffic congestion on a daily 
basis. That congestion gets worse during the fair. Agawam 
Mayor Richard A. Cohen and his casino oversight committee 
are looking closely at proposed plans to be sure the traffic 
will not be made worse with the casino proposal. 

“We are very concerned about how things will be when the 
fair is going on,” said Agawam Town Clerk Richard Ther- 
oux, the chairman of Cohen’s casino committee. “They are 
not going to stop having the Big E with this resort coming 
in.” 

One of Agawam’s concerns is that traffic at the Big E will 
get worse with the resort attracting more people to the area. 

The traffic plan proposes numerous road improvements 
to Memorial Avenue, also known as Route 147, and extends 
about two miles around the grounds of the Big E. One of the 
proposed entrances to the new casino resort would be where 
the commonly known “Gate 9” is at the Big E. Hard Rock 
is also looking to acquire several properties along Memorial 
Avenue to go along with their resort. 

Gate 1, which is located just over the Morgan-Sullivan 
Bridge on Memorial Avenue, would have numerous enhance- 
ments made, with additional turn lanes and traffic signals. 

There are two proposed gateways from Route 5. 

The first is known as an “A-Plan.” There would be a dia- 
mond interchange from Route 5 close to Bondi’s Island. The 
interchange would connect to Agawam Avenue. An alternate 
plan would involve a continuation of M Street to Agawam 
Avenue and lead on to the casino. 

There are numerous other outside considerations being 
factored, including the possible overhaul of Interstate 91 
near downtown Springfield. 

The plan also includes a regional shuttle transportation 
center. It would provide public transportation to and from 
the resort as well as to Springfield and other areas around 
the region. 

The plan calls for increased lanes and turn lanes, but does 
not specifically address how traffic might be mitigated along 
Routes 75 and 159 near the Morgan-Sullivan Bridge. Aga- 
wam Town Hall and Roberta Doering School are located 
near the area and officials have expressed concern about traf- 
fic impact in that area. 

A parking facility is being proposed for Eastern States. It 
increases the number of parking spaces at the Big E to more 
than 7,500 parking spaces. 

Agawam’s Casino Oversight Committee, which was 
formed by Cohen in response to the casino proposals, is 
scheduled to meet again Tuesday, May 7 at 7 p.m. at Aga- 
wam Public Library. While no formal agenda has been set 
up as of presstime, the traffic plan will likely be among the 
subjects members discuss.

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Vaccine-preventable diseases still circulate 


National Infant 
Immunization Week is 
April 21-27 


REGION -— No parent wants to see their 
child crying and in pain. But that’s not a 
good enough reason not to have them vac- 
cinated. 

Neither is the falsely cited reason that 
childhood vaccinations may be the cause of 
autism. 

“Childhood vaccinations are one of the 
best ways for parents to protect their children 
against vaccine-preventable diseases. Na- 
tional Infant Immunization Week provides a 
valuable opportunity for our community to 
tell people how important it is for children to 
be vaccinated,” said Dr. John Snyder, pedia- 
trician, High Street Health Center Pediatrics, 
at Baystate Children’s Hospital. 

“Today, we can ease the pain, and the 
stress a parent often feels, by cooling or 
numbing the area of the arm or leg where the 


shot is to be given. There is also no scientific 
evidence of a correlation between vaccina- 
tion and autism, despite the attention it has 
received in the media and from a very vocal 
minority of parents,” he added. 

During the last week of April, hundreds 
of communities across the United States will 
join those in countries around the world to 
celebrate the critical role vaccination plays 
in protecting our children, communities, and 
public health. That’s the message pediatri- 
cians at Baystate Children’s Hospital and 
health officials at the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention (CDC) are hoping to 
spread during National Infant Immunization 
Week, April 21-27. 

The CDC lists five important reasons to 
vaccinate your child: 

e Immunizations can save your child’s 
life. 

e Vaccination is very safe and effective. 

e Immunization protects others you care 
about. 

e Immunizations can save your family 
time and money. 


e Immunization protects future genera- 
tions. 

If vaccines have been so successful in pre- 
venting disease today, why do kids still need 
to be vaccinated? 

Dr. Snyder noted that infants are par- 
ticularly vulnerable to infectious diseases 
and that is why it is critical to protect them 
through immunization. Each day, nearly 
12,000 babies are born in the United States 
who will need to be immunized against 14 
vaccine-preventable diseases over six visits 
before age two. 

“Despite our best efforts, vaccine-pre- 
ventable diseases still circulate in our coun- 
try and around the world,” said Dr. Snyder, 
who cited last year’s multiple outbreaks of 
whooping cough around the country. 

Even when diseases are rare in the United 
States, they can be brought into the country, 
putting unvaccinated children at risk. Today, 
there are cases of whooping cough in every 
state, and the country will likely have the 
most reported cases since 1959. As of No- 
vember 16, 2012, more than 35,000 cases 


have been reported across the United States, 
including 16 deaths. The majority of these 
deaths were among infants younger than 
three months of age. 

“So, continued vaccination is needed to 
protect not only our children, but adults, as 
well, from life-threatening outbreaks,” said 
Dr. Snyder. 

Parents should follow the immunization 
schedule provided by the American Acad- 
emy of Pediatrics, which is designed by 
experts to ensure maximum protection and 
safety for infants and children at various 
ages. The schedule can be found online at 
the American Academy of Pediatrics web- 
site: Www.aap.org/immunization. 

“Immunization is a shared responsibility. 
Families, health care providers, and public 
health officials must work together to help 
protect the entire community,” said 

Dr. Snyder.

Working to save the world 


Local art studio 
starts global 
service project

lhousand Cranes Stu- 
dio, a small art studio 
in Feeding Hills, has 


embarked on a global com- 
munity service project. 

Students at the creative 
workspace have been learn- 
ing about and working to- 
gether to make traditional 
African handcrafted items to 
raise funds for the YMCA in 
southern Senegal in addition 
to another program that helps 
homeless adolescents. 

“We try to stay connected 
with the YMCA in Southern 
Senegal because they’re in 
dire need of funds for com- 
munity outreach programs, 
such as malaria prevention 
and HIV prevention. We 
try in our small way to help 
where we can,” said Sheila 
Coly, co-owner of the stu- 


dio. 

Stan, Coly’s husband and 
studio co-owner, came to 
Springfield in 1999 from 
Senegal, West Africa, as an 
international camp  coun- 
selor for the YMCA while 
he attended university. He 
currently works as a math 
and science teacher for the 
Springfield Public Schools. 

“Helping is one of our big 
focuses here. We see friends 
and family who repeatedly 
have malaria and we know 
that without access to medi- 
cation it can be fatal. It’s just 
a matter of a few dollars for 
medication or for netting,” 
said Coly, revealing that $4, 
the cost of a cup of gourmet 
coffee, can be of big help for 
a person in need of treatment 
to survive. 

The artwork and handi- 
crafts of the Thousand 
Cranes Studio students were 
featured at a booth during 
last month’s Western Mass 
Home and Garden Show at 
the Big E.
